Alberta livestock entries at Toronto 
collected a disproportionate share of the 
awards in the classes in which they were 
entered, though not making the spectacu- 
lar showing of the wheat exhibits from 
this province. 

Alberta is not stressing the livestock 
branch of the farming business at pre- 
sent, having found wheat-growing to be 
more financially attractive. But it con- 
tinues to send representative animals to 
the big fairs which indicate what may be 
expectcd in that line when stock prices 


arouse a livelier interest among Alberta 
farmers, 

The results at Toronto give assurance 
that both Alberta grain and stock can be 
depended upon to do credit to the province 
at 


the International Show Chicago, 
(his having been an off-s the Al- 
berta exhibits are likely to attract even 
wider attention there than otherwise, They 
show what this province can do when con- 
ditions are least favorable. 


ALBERTA FEED WHEAT BARRED 
On a recent date No. 1 Northern 
wheat for export was quoted at Vancou- 
ver at $1.31!, per bushel. At the same 


time the price demanded for No. 1 Seratch } 


wheat at Vancouver was $2.70 per hun- 
dred, or $1.62 per bushel. 

A foreign buyer could thus secure 
high grade milling wheat at the Pacific 
port for 30 cents a bushel less than a Bri- 
tish Columbia buyer would have to } 
for low grade prairie wheat for feed. 

There is already a large market in the 
coast province for screenings and low 
grade grain, to be used as feed for chic- 
kens and stock, That market 4s bound to 
grow. It offers one outlet for surplus feed 
grain and screenings from Alberta. 

But not while scratch wheat costs at 
Vancouver 30 cents a bushel more than 
high grade wheat for export. In fact, 
British Columbia stockmen are importing 
corn from the Argentine by the ship- 
load, because it is cheaper than feed grain 
from the prairies.

department of agricul- 


ture might interest itself, and interest also | 


the Dominion department, in the question 
of why there is this enormous spread be- 
tween the price of milling wheat and feed 
wheat at Vancouver; and why the spread 
is in reverse ratio to the quality of the 
wheat. 

Freight rates are higher on wheat in- 
tended for use in British Columbia than 
on wheat for export. But the freight dif- 
terential cannot surely account altogether 
for the fact that feed wheat costs more in 
Vancouver than No. 1 Northern, and that 
B. C. stockmen find it cheaper to import 
corn from Argentina than screenings 
from Alberta?

During the last ten months our de- 
mands have been somewhat heavier 
than they were during the correspond- 
ing period of last year, due to unem- 
ployment conditions in the City. Last 
year’s policy was adhered to in get- 
ting men physically fit, who could not 
secure City employment to take up 
work at outside points and we sup- 
plemented their earnings so that fam- 
ilies would not suffer. We have as 
heretofore been successful in establish- 
ing families at outside points, who 
otherwise would have been charges on 
the City. Transportation expenses in- 
curred in such cases have produced 
financial results beneficial to the De- 
partment. We are pleased to report 
that the transportation cost has been 
reduced by 50% whieh was procur- 
able otherwise than through the De- 
partment, 

Apart from the regular routine 
work of this Department, we have 
been instrumental in re-establishing 
many broken homes, visiting the sick

concrete curbing. In addition 6.75 
miles of light grading were done 

The total amount spent on these 
items is estimated $125,000. Grading

PAVING— 

1.35 miles of street and lane prave- 
ment were constructed, the main item 
being the paving of 100th Avenue 
from i02nd St. to 109th Street.

SEWER CONSTRUCTION— 

5.57 miles of sewer were constructed 
This work was largely done during 
the winter months, constitu'ing a val- 
uable relief for labour conditions.

the summer storms. This work was 
carried on mostly in tunnel at a depth 


}of from 50 to 90 feet below the street 


levels in the centre of the Citv and 
running from the Low Level Bridge 
past the Macdonald Hotel and the 
Post Office as far as the T. Eaton 
Company's store. A connecting sys- 
tem of laterals were built covering 
the business area between 100th Street
